In 1896, Surgeon Major W. W. 
Wocd deser‘bed the disease in his 
report to the Surgeon-General. 
Its presence was limitea to a very 
small area. In Idaho, most cases 
occurred in certain counties of 
the Snake River Valley. While in 
Montana it was restricted to the 
west sid. of the Bitter Root Val- 
let.

The disease was much 
r.cre scrious in Montan: than in 
Jdaho. Im Montana, -ne death 
rate ws irom sixty to ninety per 
cent. waile in Idaho it was four 
to six per cent. Gradually the dis- 
ease commenced to spread, and 
by 1515 if appeared in easvern 
Montana and then in all the 
Rocky Mountain States as far 
south as New Mexico. Now. a 
type of the disease is appearing 
in the eastern mountain country. 

In the Rocky Mountain regions 
it is carried to humans by the 
wood tick and follows a bite of 
ihe tick. These ticks infest the 
sinall rodepts and the mountain 
gout. In the east, 1t follows bites 
from an infected dog tick. 


Fortunately. Jaboratory anim- 
als such as the rabbit, monkey, 
and guinea pig. contract the dis- 
ease in the same Manner as man, 
and this allows careful study of 
its development. : 


It occurs most frequently in 
the spring months after the melt- 
ing of the snows and_ lasts 
through the active life of the 
tick, from March to July. The 
disease in the East is much mild- 
er than that of the West. Fhe 
micro-organism causing the dis- 
ease is similar to that causing 
typhus fever and the two sick- 
nesses ave very similar. 

The disease starts from four to 
eight days after the feeding of 
the tick, with weakness and chilly 
scnsations followed by severe 
gencral pains referred to the 
bones, muscles, back, and joints, 
particularly the muscles of the 
ealf of the leg and lower part of 
the back. Severe headache is 
common. face flushes, and tongue 
is coated. The temperature rises 
rapidly ard may reach 106-7 de- 
grees F. Constipation is pro- 
nounced. eyes are inflamed and 
nosebleed is frequent.

i ANY women complain that 

the beauty of their hands 
is spoiled by nails that are dry, 
brittle and always breaking off. 
If this is your trouble always 
have the twice-weekly hot oil 
bath that I teld you about in 
vesterday's column.

ater and eat more nourishing 
food. 

Spots on the nails or ridges 
are <iso common hand blemishes. 
Semctimes these are minute 
bruises caused by injuries to the 
cicate a cisturbed physical con- 
ail 190f ang scmetimes they in- 
Gittion. Ths nails are always 
quick t show it when anythine 
is wrong Check up on your 
health, drink more fruit juice, 
und see that your elimination is 
regular. 

Keep your fingers supple and 
eracezul by exercising them. 

Massaging 

the fingers 

helps, but 
there is noth- 
¥ ling as effec- 
tive as exer- 
cise for mak- 
ing the blood 
run swiftly to 
and from the 
fingertips. 
Wring your 
hands to- 
gether: flop 
them limply 
from your 
wrists,stretch 
the fingers 
and thumbs and wiggle them un- 
til they fee] warm and tingling. 

Take the fingers of one hand 
and bend a way back, the fingers 
of the opposite hand: clench and 
unclench your fists, then stretch 
again. These exercises help to 
keep the hands warm (because — 
the cirenlation is good) and to 
give you a firm impressive grip 
when you shake hands with pco- 
ple. 

Hands that are cold and clam- 
my will respond to the exercises. 
Often this type of hand perspires 
freely. There are two things that 
vou can do about this embarrass- 
ing condition. One is to dip the 
hands into water that is quite 
warm and then into cold water to 
stimulate the glands to normal 
action. In extreme cases, use one 
of the anti-perspirants that you 
use for the underarms. 


Before going out, rub a drop 
of cool-smelling perfume between 
your palms, use a hand lotion and 
dust the hands lightly with pow- 
der, wiping off any excess that 
might come off on your clothing. 

Every well-groomed woman 
wants to avoid stains, even 
though she must do her own 
housework. For ordinary vege- 
table stains, lemon juice or inside 
of the rind of a fresh pineapple 
is effective. But cigaret or chem- 
ical stains mav require different 
treatment. There are special 
bleaches for removing cigaret 
stains, Moisten a little piece of 
cotton with the liquid and scrub 
the stained area lightly. 

Grime that clings stubbornly 
about the nails or knuckles can 
be removed with powdered pum- 
ice stone. Be sure to use a rich 
cream on the hands after such 
stern measures, however. 

It is a good plan to soften the 
water that you must use for 
dishwashing and other household 
tasks. Borax or ammonia are ex- 
cellent for that purpose. If you 
wish you can add a few drops of 
benzoin to the water in which 
you give your hands their nightly 
bath. 

And always, always after doing 
any grubby task, scrub the hands 
thoroughly.

It is not at all unusual for 
such a deformity of the nails to 
occur after a serious illness or 
physical shock. All that you 
necd do is to build up your 
health as rapidly «as possible. 
but they will grow further and 
You cannot eradicate the ridges, 
further toward the tip of the 
nail and will entirely disappear 
in a few months. Soak your nails 
in hot oil occasionally and man- 
icure them carefully in order not 
to split or injure the nail in any 
way. Use the paste nail polish 
and a buffer to give your nails 
a smooth bright finish. 


QUESTION: “I go to business 
in a city about twenty miles fron 
my home and I often stay in 
town for dinner or the theater 
before going home. Can you tell 
me how I can look well for eve- 
ning without carrying along a 
bag of all my cosmetics? 

—Mrs. S.” 

The wisest thing is for you to 
keep a make-up box in your desk 
with cleansing cream, tissues. 
skin tonic, hand lotion and pow- 
der in your desk, so you can at 
least begin the evening with a 
clean skin and fresh make-up.

General Robert E. Wood 


REWSTER, spending his mil- 

lion, was a mere piker along- 
side General Robert E. Wood, 
president of the mail order house 
of Sears, Roebuck and Company, 
who was recently appointed head 
of the government's proposed 
new work relief program.

Buiter a glass cas- 
serole and in it arrange a layer

blend with the left-over gravy.

Plans for Shelter Belts 


One hundred and fifty miles of 
shelter belt planting in the 
drought are, the Forestry News 
Digest annolknees, will be made 
by the United States Forest Serv- 
ice in the early spring. 

There will be thirty planting 
areas each about five miles long. 
These will be divided between six 
states, North Dakota, South Da- 
kota. Nebraska, Kansas, Okla- 
homa, and Texas. 

Approximately four million 
trees will be required, one hun- 
dred thirty-nine thousand for 
each planting. These trees will be 
obtained from nurseries in the 
drought region. 

It is estimated that 140 man 
days work will be required far 
each mile, or a total of 21,000 
man days for the entire 150 miles 


-of planting.
